Our representative in London prempt- 
ly communicated the President's instruc- 
tion to Lord Salisbury.

that her Majesty’s Government could not 
accept the intervention of any power. 
_ “So far as we are informed tne United 
Ctates was the only government in the 
world of all those approached by the South 
African republics, which tendered its good 
offices ta elther of the combatants in the 
interest of a cessation of hostilities.

Tangled Conditions of Our 
Relations With Cuba. 


NO RIGHT TO EXTRADITE HIM. 
STRONG POINTS MADE BY FUGI. 
TIVE’S COUNSEL. 


The House Judiciary Committee In- 
quiring Into Its Powers in 
This Peculiar Case. 


WASHINGTON, MAY 22. — John D. 
Lindsey, attorney for Charles P. Neely, ap- 
peared before the house judiciary commit- 
tee to-day and submitted an argument 
againsi the proposed extradition bill. He 
alsu presented a voluminous brief. The 
proposition to subject an American citizen 
to trialin a court where Spanish system of 


laws are in vogue, he contended, was ut- 
terly opposed to American traditions. 

The fundamental theory at the base of 
our sysiem, he said, assumed a man placed 
in Neely’s position to be imnocent until 
competent and legal evidence was adduced 
to prove him guilty. The fundamental 
principle, he claimed, was flouted by the 
Spanish law, which was based on the old 
Latin system, and assumed a man guilty 
as soon as charged. 

The burden of proof was placed upon him. 
Mr. Lindsey was closely questioned by 
members of the committee. He claimd that 
Neely could only be tried in the United 
States and only on the char@e of violating 
a law making it a felony to bring in the 
United States money embezzled from the 
United States. The funds in the custody of 
the United States, through the property of 
the Island of Cuba, were assumed by law 
to be the property ofthe United States. 

“Suppose Neely had brought no funds 
here,’’ asked Mr. Jenkins, ‘‘would we be 
usta ‘n passing this law to send Neely 
ack?’’ 


“No, sir,’’ replied Mr. Lindsey, ‘‘we would 
not be justifi in turning an American cit- 
{zen over Cuba.”’ 

“In other words, American citizens should 
be allowed to rob and loot in Cuba to their 
hearts’ content and go scot free if they can 
reach the United States.” 

“As long as the present condition pre- 
vails,”’ replied Mr. indsey, “I think so. 
We are to-day telling Cubans they can 
ccrrmit any crime here and go free if they 
can reach Cuba.”’ 

In his brief Mr. Lindsey advanced thc 
fvllowing general propositions: 

1. In the absence of a treaty stipulation, 
or Congressional legislation, there is no au- 
thority in the United States Government 
te extradite a fugitive from foreign jus- 
tice, 

2, The Cubans are a free and independent 
people and the Island of Cuba is as much 
foreign territory as France or England or 
any other independent sovereignty. 

3. No nation should authorize by treaty 
or legislation any. form of extradition to 
a place where the laws and judicia] meth- 
ods are abhofrent to its ideas of right and 
justice. 

4. These cons'derations ought always to 
be applied where the question of the extra- 
dition by a nation of its own citizens is un- 
der consideration. 

5. The United States, in common with 
other nations, has of recent years exempted 
citizens from the operation of extradition 
treaties with nations administering efficient 
systems of law. 

6. The policy of the United States has 
always been to refuse to extradite Amer- 
ican citizens to Spain or to places admin- 
4stering the Spanish system of law. 

7. The conduction of affairs in Cuba does 
ee ee os at this time—a de- 
parture from the policy declared ; 
Spanish treaty of 1997, " a 

. It is not for the government to urge 
that unless provision is made for the extra- 
dition of fugitive American offenders 
against Cuban laws, a single—or even many 
—criminals may go unwhipped of justice.

Neely, former chief financial agent of the 
post office departmént at Havana, Cuba. 
was re-arrested to-day by a United States 
marshal.

rant issued by United States Circuit Judge 
La Combe in a civil suit against Neely by 
the United States. He is charged with the 
wrongful conversion of $45,300.26

Starr had been ill many months. Only a 
week ago he returned home after a stay 
of six weeks at the City Hospital. He 
looked as though he were a victim of con- 
sumption. All these facts lead the police 
to conclude that his death resulted from 
natural causes. 

Starr was eccentric. His moather, who had 
resided with him, died last August. 


After that Starr locked up the two front 
rooms of their little flat, if such it might 
be called, and spent nearly all his time 
in a small frame addition in the rear, about 
six feet square.

Miss Minne Kruger of 2917 North Thir- 
teenth street, a @grandniece of Oom Paul 
Kruger, was shot and slightly wounded 
during a strike fight Monday afternoon at 
Thirteenth and Hebert streets. 

Miss Kruger is the first woman shot in the 
fights caused by the strike. She was hit 
in the thigh by a spent ball while stand- 
ing in front of her home. As cames 
of a family of soldiers she was not daunted 
when the fight began and stuyed where she 
could watch it, thinking that she might 
be of some assistance in aiding any who 
might be wounded. 

This was not the first time she wished to 
act as a nurse, for it has been the ambi- 
tion of her life ta be one. As she cannot 
fight she wishes to go as a Red Cross 
nurse to the far-away land where her stern 
old granduncle, Qom Paul, is fighting for 
the liberty of his countrymen. 

In order to prepare herself for this work 
Miss Kruger made an attempt to secure 
a position as nurse in the City Hospital, 
but as she is only 18 years old her request 
was refused. Nothing daunted in her ambi- 
tion she gained access to a medical library 
and devoted hours of her time in study. 

She says she wishes to attend a college 
of surgery when she finishes reading the 
books in this library and by that time she 
will have reached the age when she can

“I love the American flag. Whenever I 
see it I just feel like fighting for it. I wish 
I were a man, so I could be a soldier. 

‘“‘All the males in the Kruger family have 
been warriors. More than one hundred years 
ago, when my great grandfather, Count 
Henri Kruger, was the head of the family in 
Westphalia, Germany, he was one of the 
trusted officers of Kaiser Frederick Will- 
iam, the Great. Many yeans he served this 
ruler until] religious differences split the 
family.

TEMPERATURE 
He DEGREES 


For Fifty-Six Days Tempera- 
ture Has Not Changed. 


AN UNPRECEDENTED _ CASE. 


QNCE WENT AS HIGH AS 119 
DEGREES. 


Old Theory of Changes in the Blood 
When Above 108 Degrees, Faren- 
heit, Is Proven to Be No 
Longer Tenable. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PENN YAN,.N. Y., May 22.—Since the 
publication of the case of Mary Gregory, 
which is unprecedented in medical records, 
physicians from all parts of the country 
have visited her or communicated with her 
attending physicians in regard to the case. 

Miss Gregory is 20 years old. She has been 
ill since last September, and for nearly 
two months her temperature has passed 
all previous records in medical practice. For 
56 days she has lived with an average tem- 
perature of 112 degrees, and on one occa- 
sion it reached 119 degrees, almost the limit 
of registry of the clinical thermometers 
obtainable. Dr. Frank Sampson, the phy- 
siclan in charge, gives this statement of the 
case: at 
“On September 18 last I was called in at- 
tendance in the case. On November 23 1 
took her to the homeopathic hospital in 
Rochester, and a surgical operation was 
performed. The pain that had existed 
Stopped and has never returned in the lo- 
cality of the incision made. 

“Following this sensitiveness began that 
gave us reason to suspect there was trou- 
le in the appendix, but in her weakened 
condition we thought it best not to oper- 
ate at that time, but wait for her to re- 
cuperate. The patient returned to her home 
in Penn Yan and continued to improve until 
February 15, when fever was found to have 
developed (102 degrees) and a pronounced 
case of appendicitis developed. I advised an 
operation, but her previous experience 
seemed to discourage her, and she refused 
to allow it. .The inflammation continued 
and an abscess formed, with dullness over 
a large area, together with fluctuation; pain 
almost unbearable developed; temperature 
ranging from 102 to 103 degrees. 

“On March 24 the temperature took sud-, 
den rise to 108, ‘nd I thought death would 
ensue, but, mu.a to my surprise the next 
morning I found that the temperature had 
risen still higher, and was then 112 degrees, 
being as high as my instrument would reg- 
ister. I tried it several] times, thinking 
my thermometer must be wrong. I sent 
for counsel, and his instrument recorded 
the same result. I have had four physi- 
cians of this village to see the patient, and 
seven differert thermometers have been 
used, the result being the same in each in- 
stance. The temperature has been to 
112 degrees every day since March 24, and 
fever is preceded by a hard chill. 

“The pulse, with the exception of a few 
days, has not been above 12), and the 
tongue has been clean. The mind has been 
clear, except when opiates have been used. 
“The patient is emaciated, but her 
strength is remarkable, as she is now able 
to turn herself in the bed without assist- 
ance. The case is without parallel in my 
experience, and I doubt if such a tempera- 
ture, 112 degrees, forgso. long a time, % 
days, has ever been known. 

“The previous theory of the blood being 
changed at a temperature of 108 degrees 
must. necessarily be exploded. 

“On Thursday last a thermometer was 
procured which registered 120 degrees. It 
was applied, and Miss Gregory’s tempera- 
ture rose to the 119 point. She was in 
great pain at the time, and accidentally 
bit. the glass tube in halves, so that no 
further test could be made with it. A 
thermometer with a registry of 125 has been 
sent for.’’ 

Five out-of-town physiclans visited the 
patient while the last test was taken, and 
Dr. Sampson is receiving letters daily from 
every part of the United States.

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A SUGGESTIVE COMPARISON. 


A comparison between private and public ownership of 
telephones in Amsterdam is made by “Municipal Affairs.” 

In 1880 the Beli Telephone Co. secured a monopoly franchise 
for 15 years, the city exacting a payment of 214% per cent on 
gross receipts. The yearly subscription under this monopoly 
was $47.20. 

In 1896 the city took the system, rebuilt it, and reduced the 
price to $36. The result was a large increase in the number 
of subscribers and a consequent enhancement of the value of 
the service to cach subscriber. 

Wages of employes have been raised, hours of labor re- 
duced, part payment is made in case of sickness, and em- 
ployes who are laid up by accident in the performance of 
duty are paid full wages. Finally, a pension is granted after 
30 years’ service. 

The revenue for 1898 was $95,966. The total cost of main- 
tenance was $29,573, leaving a surplus of $66,393. After all 
interest charges were met and the sinking fund received 
its due the city had $39,000 net profit, to be used in extending 
and improving the service. 

Facts like these are a sufficient answer to the empty decla- 
mation of thos: who would preserve the parisitic, strike- 
breeding system of private monopoly.

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A LESSON FROM TOLEDO. 


When bollers, engines and dynamos are used to produce 
electric lights, and when such lights burn in a satisfactory 
manner and the plant is a financial success, the average 
engineer and investor are contented to rest on their oars.

But a lighting company at Toledo is showing how to uti- 
lize coal, eteam and machinery in a way that makes the 
ordinary lighting plant appear wasteful by comparison. In 
every such plant there is an enormous waste of heat. This 
heat the Toledo company distributes by pipes during the 
winter. In summer the waste steam will be utilized to 
run an ammonia condensing plant, which will distribute cold 
brine in place cf hot water, In both cases the main plant 
is utilized to the utmost, so that the electricity produced is 
looked upon as a by-product. 

The perfect central plant of the future is suggested by 
this experiment he Ume may come when stoves, grates,
